‘They fig- 
ured: In.strange rites of black magic 
and were specially - cherished ‘by 
women.. They were used to terrify 
and cast spells upon rivais, enemies 
or unfortunate “hushatids, After 
eeeials “magical” cereniontes, it

then done to the dolls would be felt 
by the man or woman it resembled.

‘fore a fire and allowed slowly ta 
melt: As dt, melted the. bewitctied 
person was stpposed” to ‘die of fear.
